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San; Hate Building Up 


Student From New Haven Predicted Death

“Kennedy Is coming next week! 
Ten to one he’ll be assassinated 
by some of these Dallas maniacs,” 
wrote Robert C. Rose, a Southern 
Methodist University freshman 
from New Haven in a letter to 
his mother here. 

The letter was postmarked in 
Dallas at 6:30 a.m. Wednesday, 
Nov. 20, 1963. It was received 
Thursday. 

Rose, 18, a graduate of Hill- 
house High School, said Friday 


night that a highly-conservative 
minority in Dallas aroused the 
atmosphere that led to the murder 
of President Kennedy. 

“Ever since it was announced 
that Kennedy would visit here, 
there have been rumblings 
throughout the city,” he ex- 
plained. 

“Now, responsible people here 
show remorse,” se said. 

In his letter to his mother, 
Mrs. Maxine Rose, of 2 Victory 
Drive, he wrote: 

“After that Stevenson incident 
I’m seriously worried about his 
(President Kennedy’s) safety. I 
mean I’m no Kennedy supporter 
but ” 

Elaborating on Friday night. 
Rose told The Register by phone 
from Dallas he was shocked at 
the treatment Adlai Stevenson 
received in Dallas recently “God 
I thought, if they’ll do that to 


Stevenson, Imagine what they’ll 
do to Kennedy.” 

Rose pointed out that a great 
deal of hate literature about the 
president was distributed through- 
out Dallas in recent weeks. 

“In one case,” he said, “I saw 
a flyer with a front and side 
view picture of Kennedy — just 
like a police mug shot — and 
underneath, it said, ‘Wanted For 
Treason.’ 

Rose has decided to leave the 
university at the end of this 
semester, claiming he cannot 
accustom himself to the politi- 
cally conservative atmosphere of 
Dallas and SMU. 

“It’s kind of hard to blame the 
whole - city for the President’s 
assasination; just that radical 
minority should be blamed,” he 
said. 

“I don’t know if you can really 
blame them directly, but they 


created this hate atmosphere.” 

He said that most people at the 
university were shocked by the 
assasination. 

“But it really isn’t hard to be- 
lieve if you had been here to see 
the outrageous reception Steven- 
son got and then the cordial; 
reception given to Madame Nhu.” : 

He said it was on this basis 
that he wrote that Kennedy might 
be assasinated. 

His sister Mrs. Eugene Fusco, 
of 18 Valley Place North, also 
confirmed that he had voiced ■ 
concern for President Kennedy’s 1 
safety in a previous telephone' 
call. 

“Isn’t it ironic that my mother 
got his letter Thursday,” she 
said.
